The Alberta government 
wants to get a chokehold 
on the root causes of 
crime over the next three 
years by spending $60 mil¬ 
lion in community 
programs aimed at keep¬ 
ing kids away from crimi¬ 
nal activity. 

In the second phase of 
Premier Ed Stelmach’s $470 
million crime-fighting strat¬ 
egy, community-based pro¬ 
grams that target crime will 
receive $30 million, and 
community projects that 
are partnered with the po¬ 
lice would also receive $30 
million through the new 
fund. 

“This fund will support 
projects that will get to the 
heart of what we are doing 
... and that’s addressing 
crime in eveiy community,” 
said Stelmach who had his 
entire caucus standing be-

hind him during an an¬ 
nouncement to the media 
yesterday. 

“We are going to empow¬ 
er communities to launch 
programs that focus on 
their specific crime issues.

The new fund will be di¬ 
vided equally between Ed¬ 
monton, Calgaiy and other 


communities across the 
province, said Stelmach. 

Solicitor General Fred 
Lindsay said gang-plagued 
aboriginal communities 
like Hobbema would also 
benefit from the new fund. 

Lindsay said police pro¬ 
grams, like a police cadet 
program in Hobbema, 
would benefit from the new 
fund since it is aimed at 
mentoring young people. 

“That’s just one example 
of our police and our com¬ 
munity working together to 
provide some good alterna¬ 
tives to our youth to make 
sure they don’t get involved 
in criminal activity,” said 
Lindsay. 

The new fund comes after 
a string of provincial gov¬ 
ernment announcements 
on measures to tackle crime 
in Alberta, including hiring 
300 police officers over the 
next three years and in¬ 
creasing the number of 
treatment beds across the 
province. 


Eyes on oil prices 

• Alberta's government will 
be watching very carefully 
how it spends money next 
year if oil prices continue to 
spill below $62 a barrel, 
said the province's premier 
yesterday.

Cities want 
funds for 
infrastructure 

jobs The federal 
government is sitting on $3 
billion in unspent 
infrastructure funding, 
money that could be used 
to create thousands of jobs 
and help immunize Cana¬ 
da’s economy against reces¬ 
sion, municipal officials say. 

Officials with the Federa¬ 
tion of Canadian Municipal¬ 
ities went to Parliament 
Hill yesterday to urge 
Ottawa to step up 
infrastructure investments 
as a way to “soften” the im¬ 
pact of a slowing economy. 

“Of all the possible 
economic tools 
governments have, 
infrastructure spending is a 
tried and true recession 
fighter,” said Sherbrooke 
Mayor Jean Perrault, presi¬ 
dent of the federation. “It 
has two big advantages. It 
creates real jobs fast and it 
leaves us with much-need¬ 
ed infrastructure.” 

That appeal got a sympa¬ 
thetic reception from feder¬ 
al Transport Minister John 
Baird, who says he’s keen 
to get the money flowing 
soon. 

To bolster their case, the 
body cited a report 
showing that a $3 billion 
investment in 
infrastructure — matched 
by provinces and 
municipalities — would 
create almost 100,000 jobs..

In memory of duty done 


Omni Vision 


y father was 
34 when he 
enlisted in 
the Royal 
Canadian 
Air Force, a week before 
Christmas in 1940. It’s 
hard to remember now 
that, halfway through the 
second year of World War 
Two, winning didn’t look 
like a sure thing for the Al¬ 
lies — at this point just 
Britain and the Common¬ 
wealth countries. It would 
be six months before Ger¬ 
many invaded Russia, and 
another year before Japan 
attacked Pearl Harbor, and 
no one expected Britain to 
hold out until then. 

From where we sit, his¬ 
tory always looks in¬ 
evitable; a single outcome 
never less than ordained, 
all the drama and anxiety 


long since evaporated. 
World War Two was sup¬ 
posed to be over in a few 
months but dragged on for 
over four years, but by the 
time my father enlisted 
there were credible scenar¬ 
ios imagining the war 
with Germany and 
Italy lasting a 
decade, per¬ 
haps longer. 

John Bab¬ 
cock is the on¬ 
ly surviving 
Canadian vet¬ 
eran of World 
War One, and in 
two or three 
decades the men 
who served along¬ 
side my father 
will be down to 
a few dozen, perhaps less. 
The cenotaphs and war me¬ 
morials around which our 
Remembrance Day services 
are held will have been in 
place for at least a centuiy, 
and almost no one will be 
left alive who will remem¬ 
ber how crucial they once 
were — the closest thing to 
a headstone here for the 
friends and family of the 


men and women who were 
buried all over Europe and 
Asia. 

“They are sending some 
men over to England from 
here in the next couple of 
weeks but I don’t expect I’ll 
be going,” my father wrote 
to my mother from 
his air base outside 
Ottawa in 1944, 
just two months 
after D-Day. 

”It’s only for 
six months but 
they have to pass 
a medical so that 
lets me out.” 

A mechanic, he lost 
an eye in Dartmouth, N.S., 
working on a plane less 
than a year after enlisting, 
but refused a medical dis¬ 
charge; he would remain in 
uniform until two months 
after Japan surrendered, and 
he would never leave Cana¬ 
da. 

Probably because he nev¬ 
er thought he’d really 
risked his life, my father 
never joined the Legion or 
marched in a Remem¬ 
brance Day parade. My 
brother remembers his 


medals showing up in the 
mail on a Saturday, almost 
a decade after the war had 
ended. 

For every veteran in 
their beret in front of the 
cenotaphs next Tuesday 
there will be a few men 
like my father. As the years 
pass there will be fewer of 
both, and ever smaller con¬ 
tingents of men and 
women who served in Ko¬ 
rea, on peacekeeping and 
UN missions in the Sinai, 
Somalia, Bosnia or Rwan¬ 
da, or in Afghanistan. 

Remembering will be 
hard work, but it has to be 
done, if only as a tribute to 
the men and women for 
whom history was anxious 
and unwritten, motivated 
by duty, and expecting lit¬ 
tle more than soldier’s pay 
and the hope that, at least 
one day a year, the rest of 
us will commit to the diffi¬ 
cult but necessary task of 
remembering when histo¬ 
ry was alive.

Keep the blood donations flowing 


Blood is at the heart of the 
health care system. Used to 
treat trauma victims, peo¬ 
ple battling cancer, and sur¬ 
gical patients, blood and 
blood products stabilize, 
improve and save the lives 
of hundreds of thousands 
of Canadians eveiy year. 

But, like many other pre¬ 
cious resources in our 
world, blood is in limited 
supply and it continues to 
dwindle. It is a simple case 
of supply and demand. 

A dramatic drop in Cana¬ 
da’s blood inventory in the 
past eight weeks has elevat¬ 
ed an ongoing issue to criti¬ 
cal action for all Canadians. 
Canadian Blood Services 
normally holds four to six 
days’ worth of all blood 
types — an international 
standard for a secure blood 
system. Last week, that 
number dropped to just 
more than two days’ worth 
for some of the most critical 
blood types. 

What does that mean for

doctors and patients? Cur¬ 
rently, no surgeries or treat¬ 
ments have been postponed 
or cancelled. Our hospitals 
are continually watching 
their blood supplies and en¬ 
suring blood products are 
used without waste. 

The needs of critical care 
patients will always be 
met. However, if the situa¬ 
tion does not reverse itself, 
the needs of less critical 
patients — those undergo¬ 
ing non-emergent surger¬ 
ies and ongoing treat¬ 
ments — may have to be 
delayed. We are preparing 


for this possibility now as 
every drop of blood counts 
toward making a differ¬ 
ence in the life of someone 
who desperately needs it. 

One cancer patient can 
require up to eight individ¬ 
uals’ blood donation per 
week for treatment. A pa¬ 
tient undergoing heart by¬ 
pass surgery could need six 
people to give blood for 
that one surgery. A trau¬ 
ma, like a serious car acci¬ 
dent could use up to 50 
people’s blood donations. 

Blood is veiy much at the 
heart of the health care sys¬ 
tem. But it’s the blood 
donors who make that heart 
pump. Without the generos¬ 
ity, selflessness, and caring 
of voluntary donors, our 
heart would stop beating. 

And while no Canadian 
will ever go without the 
blood that they need — 
thanks to the 400,000 active 
blood donors who donate at 
Canadian Blood Services’ 
blood donor clinics across 
the countiy — the widening 
gap of supply versus de-

Bailout prudence needed: PM 


World leaders should be 
careful not to overdo their 
response to the financial 
crisis even as the global 
economic outlook 
worsens by the week, 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said yesterday.

that of European nations

Onscreen, Daniel Craig’s 
James Bond is laconic, a 
coiled spring of potential¬ 
ly lethal energy with an al¬ 
most lizard-like appraising 
gaze that’s closer to writer 
Ian Fleming’s idea of his 
hero than any actor who’s 
ever played the role. 

In person, he’s chatty 
and anxious, frequently 
apologizing for coming up 
with answers on the fly, 
and unwilling to offer him¬ 
self as any kind of authori¬ 
ty on Bond outside of his 
own incarnation of the 
role. 

After the successful re¬ 
launch of the series with 
Casino Royale, we catch up 
with Craig’s Bond at the 
start of the new film, 
Quantum Of Solace, mere 
minutes after the last film 
ended. Craig admits that 
he hasn’t any idea of 
where, or when, he’ll be 
taking Bond in any further 
film, but that a sequel to 
Casino Royale felt in¬ 
evitable.

“The idea of doing a se¬ 
quel only happened when 
we seemed to have unfin¬ 
ished business,” Craig re¬ 
calls. “He’d fallen in love 
and had his heart broken 
and been betrayed, which 
was the big message we 
were trying to put across 
in Casino Royale. 

“Being betrayed had 
thrown him — this is a 
man who never loses at 
cards, never loses at love, 
never loses at anything.” 

Craig’s Bond is often de¬ 
scribed as a more elemen¬ 
tal Bond than any of his 
predecessors, free of the 
self-satire of Roger Moore 
or Pierce Brosnan’s over-re¬ 
fined 007, and even more 
brutal than Sean Con¬ 
nery’s original. He reluc¬ 
tantly agrees, but insists 
that it has to be taken in 
context. 

“I know they’re saying 
he’s much tougher and has 
a much harder edge, but I 
haven’t done anything to 
modernize the character. If 
anything, I’ve tried to cling

to the past,” he said. 

“I want him to remain 
misogynistic, because I 
love the debate between 
him and (Judi Dench’s) M 
there. Because M is the bal¬ 
ance; he’s the one that’s 
behaving badly as a man 
and she’s the one slapping 
him down, and I like that 
balance. 


“And I also like that be¬ 
ing put against stronger 
women characters is a 
much more interesting dy¬ 
namic. That there is some¬ 
thing archaic about him. 
He’s a soldier, and there is 
something that being 
trained as a soldier instills 
in a human being, and it’s 
not being nice.”

Paul Rudd and Seann 
William Scott play best 
friends edging into their 
thirties who’ve reacted to 
the creeping milestone by 
either lapsing into growing 
despair (Rudd’s Danny) or 
clinging to a value system 
forged during a particularly 
successful spring break 
(Scott’s Wheeler). 

They get jolted out of 
their ruts when they’re giv¬ 
en a choice between jail and 
community service in a Big 
Brother-type mentoring 


program, after totalling 
their company truck during 
an outburst brought on by a 
breakup and too many en¬ 
ergy drinks. 

Both actors have reliable 
personas that do most of 
the heavy lifting for them; 
Rudd brings to mind the 
first serious boyfriend 
most women have — the 
one who hated all her 
friends and quietly resent¬ 
ed that she made more 
money. 

No matter what Scott ac¬ 
complishes in his career, 
he’ll probably always be 
known for playing Stifler in 
the American Pie movies, a 
character of iconic impor¬ 
tance for a generation that 
has grown from student to 
first-time homeowner since 
he first embodied the role, 
which for this anxious co¬ 
hort has a status that earlier 
generations once reserved 
for Rhett Butler or Rick 
from Casablanca. 

Rudd and Scott are sim¬ 
ply the best parts of a great 
cast that delivers a barrage 
of laughs, the highlight of 
which is probably the most 
perfect explanation of KISS 
ever committed to film. 
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Stallone's expendable

Reel Time 
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Adding star power 
one voice at a time 


ould you 
spend mon¬ 
ey to see an 
animated 
movie star¬ 
ring Nicole JafFe and Hen¬ 
ry Corden? Probably not, 
because you’ve never 
heard of either of them. 

Oh, but you’ve heard 
them. 

Jaffe voiced Velma on 
Scooby Doo while Corden 
vocalized for Fred Flint- 
stone. Their voices are fa¬ 
miliar, but not well- 
known enough for the 
producers of big budget 
cartoons like Madagascar 
Escape 2 Africa, opening 
in theatres this weekend. 

“If they were doing a 
half-hour Flintstone show 
today, they’d still go with 
me,” said Corden in 1999, 
“but for a motion picture, 
even an animated one, 
they'd go with a celebrity 
to play Fred, because they 
need to sell the picture.” 

Big name actors who 
made their bones in live 
action have become the 
norm in modern anima¬ 
tion. Madagascar redux 
features everyone from 
Ben Stiller to Jada Pinlcett 
Smith. Somewhere Nicole 
Jaffe is standing in a bank 
line waiting to cash her 
unemployment cheque. 

In the old days Disney 
frequently used celebrity 
voices to augment their 
cartoons — remember Se¬ 
bastian Cabot in The Jun¬ 
gle Book? — but the trend 
kicked into overdrive 
when Robin Williams’s 


hyperkinetic jabbering 
stole the show in Aladdin. 

It was a tour de force 
performance and 

Williams’s star power 
helped push the box office 
past $200,000,000, an ani¬ 
mated film first. 

Marquee actors like 
voice work for the same 
reason I like doing my ra¬ 
dio show — the hours are 
good and you don’t have 
to shave. Marlon Brando 
was so taken with the easy 
money of voice acting he 
suggested doing the role 
of Superman’s Jor-El in 
voice-over, with his on¬ 
screen character por¬ 
trayed as a glowing, levi¬ 
tating green bagel. That 
one didn’t pan out but he 
took further audio-only 
roles including his final 
gig performing an old lady 
voice in the unreleased 
Big Bug Man. 

Other star turns haven’t 
been so ignoble. Jeremy 
Irons was positively 
Shakespearian as The Lion 
King’s Scar and Orson 
Welles thrilled a genera¬ 
tion of tweens as the voice 
of planet-gobbler Unicron 
in Transformers: The 
Movie. But too often the 
big names offer little oth¬ 
er than recognizable voic¬ 
es, and that can work 
against the part they’re 
playing. 

Can you hear James Earl 
Jones as Mufasa without 
thinking of Darth Vader? 
Me neither. 

It boils down to bucks 
— David Schwimmer’s 
Melman the Giraffe will 
put more bums in seats 
than Henry Corden. It’s 
not about talent, it’s about 
money. “I hate it but I un¬ 
derstand it,” Corden said.

During the ’80s, director 
Jonathan Demme (Melvin 
and Howard, Something 
Wild) demonstrated one 
of the most open, 
democratic spirits in 
American movies.

But unlike the smugly 
mean-spirited Margot, Rac¬ 
hel Getting Married is an 
honest and affectionate 
picture about dysfunction¬ 
al people.

the black sheep of the 
clan, returns to her family 
home for the wedding of 
her sister Rachel (Rose¬ 
marie Dewitt). But her ar¬ 
rival initially stirs up more 
grief than happy memo¬ 
ries. 

Throughout the course 
of the day, the party strug¬ 
gles to find union and an 
acceptance of their differ¬ 
ences. 

Without a trace of self- 


consciousness, Anne Hath¬ 
away gives her most vivid¬ 
ly engaging performance 
on the screen. She is given 
ample support as well 
from a terrific ensemble 
including Dewitt, Bill Ir¬ 
win as her desperate-to- 
please father, and Debra 
Winger as her quietly anx¬ 
ious mother. 

In Rachel Getting Mar¬ 
ried, Jonathan Demme has 
once again renewed his 


vows with the movie audi¬ 
ence.

review If it ain’t broke, 
don’t fix it. Yes, it’s an ar¬ 
chaic, overused adage, but 
when it comes to Mada¬ 
gascar: Escape 2 Africa, it 
also applies. 

After all, since the origi¬ 
nal raked in over $530 
million dollars worldwide 
in 2005, there was certain¬ 
ly no doubt we would see 
a sequel. But who knew it 
would be more bloated 
than its predecessor’s box- 
office take? 

Set shortly after the first 
movie’s conclusion, Alex 
the lion (Ben Stiller), Mar¬ 
ty the zebra (Chris Rock) 


and the rest of the Man¬ 
hattan-raised crew of ani¬ 
mals are marooned in 
Madagascar. 

After barely fixing a bat¬ 
tered plane to return 
home, the group crash 
lands in an African 
wildlife reserve. There, 
each of the main charac¬ 
ters set out on their own 


brief journey of discovery 
— most notably Alex, who 
reunites with his feline 
folks (voiced by Sherri 
Shepherd and the late 
Bernie Mac).

But of course, the story 
is what really counts and 
Madagascar 2 tells too 
many tales. 

The movie also gives a 
lot more screen-time to 
manic lemur King Julien 
(Sacha Baron Cohen) and 
those cunning penguins 
but even the novelty of 
those characters has worn 
somewhat stale three 
years yonder. 

Besides, with no less 
than 13 central characters 
to flush out this time 
around, Madagascar 2 has 
enough to accomplish in 
89 minutes without piling 
on more plot points about 
crafty critters.

arguing the rockers from 
Tennessee are trying to 
match the European suc¬ 
cess and notoriety in their 
native U.S. with a more pol¬ 
ished, radio-friendly prod¬ 
uct. 

“I’ll say that we’re not 
losing much sleep over 


what he (Gallagher) said,” 
Followill answers. “We’re 
just growing as a band and 
that’s the direction we 
wanted to go in. We 
changed our production 
team to try new stuff that 
we we’re too scared to try 
on our previous releases.” 

But the hectic touring 
schedule remains the same 


for the band, something 
the family act is used to. Pa¬ 
pa Followill was a traveling 
Pentecostal preacher, and 
the brothers spent much of 
their youth bouncing from 
church to church through¬ 
out America’s Bible Belt un¬ 
der a very Christian 
parental regime: No sex, no 
movies and absolutely no 


rock and roll. 

After moving to Nashville 
in 1998, the Followill boys 
discovered a newfound 
freedom, and decided to 
make up for lost time with 
wild women, Jack Daniels, 
marijuana and most impor¬ 
tantly, that loud, God-awful 
rock music. 

“We weren’t really ex¬ 
posed to it, so we never had 
too many influences grow¬ 
ing up. Rock was the devil’s 
music, you know?” he 
laughs. “But our folks are 
cool with it now, and they’ll 
stay that way so long as the 
Christmas presents keep 
getting better.” 


Will Obama rock or pop? 


A fter 21 long 
months of cam¬ 
paigning, spin- 
doctoring and 
mudslinging, 

the American election is fi¬ 
nally over. Between now 
and inauguration day, 
Barack Obama will get the 
nuclear codes, be briefed 
on the status of the frozen 
alien bodies at Area 51 and 
choose a White House pup¬ 
py for Michelle and the 
kids. Meanwhile, we’ll 
have to train our 
spellcheckers to stop un¬ 
derlining “Barack Obama” 
in a red squiggly line. 

Why anyone would actu¬ 
ally want to be president is 
beyond me, especially given 
the issues America faces 
these days. The new POTUS 
certainly has his challenges. 

My interest, of course, is 
what effect the new ad¬ 
ministration will have on 
music. I know that sounds 
crazy, but hear me out. 

Beginning in the years 
after Watergate, there has 
been a correlation between 
the party in power and the 
power struggle between 
pop and rock. When a Re¬ 
publican occupies the 
White House, young peo¬ 
ple tend to rebel against 
the policies of the adminis¬ 
tration, resulting in resur¬ 
gence in rock. Punk ex¬ 
ploded after the disgrace of 


Nixon while disco arrived 
almost simultaneously 
with Jimmy Carter. Ameri¬ 
can hardcore took root 
during Reagan, setting the 
stage for grunge and Gen 
X’s Alternative Nation that 
emerged during George 
H’s time in power. 

But when the Clintons 
changed the drapes in the 
’90s — and with the end of 
the first Gulf War and a 
brutal recession — the 
world went crazy for pop: 
‘N Sync, Britney, Backstreet 
Boys, Spice Girls. 

Sept. 11 came with its 
own musical effects. With 
America under attack and 
patriotism on the rise, 
Mom-and-apple pie coun¬ 
try music and comfort 
food classic rock were as¬ 
cendant. But by the time 
we got to W’s second term, 
the public’s mood had 
turned ugly and Green Day 
started selling millions of 
copies of American Idiot. 

So does a president Oba¬ 
ma mean that pop music 
will make a comeback as it 
has when the Democrats 
were in charge? Or, as Def 
Jam founder and producer 
Russell Simmons believes, 
will the Hip-Hop Nation 
take over? Could Obama’s 
Kenyan heritage result in 
an up tick in interest for 
African rhythms and world 
music? Not necessarily. 
There’s Iraq, Afghanistan 
and a badly wounded econ¬ 
omy. A lot of stuff needs to 
be cleaned up before 
America feels well enough 
to dance like it did in 1999.

New season, same old woes 


industry Canada's broad¬ 
cast networks aren't rais¬ 
ing the alarm just yet, but 
the new fall season has 
done nothing to stem the 
loss of primetime viewers. 

TV viewership in Eng¬ 
lish-speaking Canada, 
where U.S. series domi¬ 
nate schedules, is down 
year-over-year 
by about six 
per cent, ac¬ 
cording to 
market-lead¬ 
ing networks 
CTV and Can- 
west Broadcasting. But 
both networks are putting 
a positive spin on the early 
returns. 

"People should not pan¬ 
ic. It's not like (primetime 
audiences) are down a lot," 
CTV chief Susanne Boyce 
said. 

"We'd have liked it to 
have grown," echoed Barb 
Williams, senior VP pro¬ 
gramming and production 
at rival Canwest. 

"The conventional has 
drifted, but there's both 
some interest in new 
shows and pretty solid 
strength in returning 
shows." 

As in past years, it's re¬ 
turning U.S. series that 
continue to connect with 


Canadian viewers. Prime¬ 
time ratings leader CTV 
has done its best numbers 
with simulcasts of ABC se¬ 
ries including Grey's 
Anatomy and Desperate 
Housewives and CBS' CSI, 
which runs at 8 p.m. 
Thursdays, an hour before 
airing in the United States.

Canwest's Global Televi¬ 
sion, meanwhile, has done 
well with Fox's House on 
Tuesdays and CBS' Sur¬ 
vivor: Gabon on Thurs¬ 
days. 

The fall 2008 season 
here also has turned into a 
dogfight for younger 
demos. 

CTV insists that it has 
drawn young viewers away 
from Global, which touts 
itself as the hot network in 
the 18-49 demo, on the 
strength of a four per cent 
jump for Grey's Anatomy, 
a 15 per cent rise for both 
CSI and CSI: Miami and an 
eight per cent jump for 
NBC's ER. 

Canwest's Williams sees 
no such drift. 


"We don't see any evi¬ 
dence at all of any shifting 
away of 18-49 audience 
from our core properties 
over to theirs," she said, 
referencing such top-per¬ 
forming Canwest series as 
Family Guy, Prison Break, 
The Simpsons, Heroes and 
Bones.

The top-rated Canadian 
primetime show this sea¬ 
son is CTV's So You Think 
You Can Dance Canada, 
and the network's Thurs¬ 
day night cop drama Flash¬ 
point has performed in re¬ 
verse simulcast on CBS 
stateside. 

The Canadians also at¬ 
tribute the year-on-year 
viewership loss to disrup¬

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) olive oil 
8 oz (225 g) leeks, white part 
only, thickly sliced 
1 large onion, coarsely 
chopped 

6 cups ( 1.5 L) homemade or 
canned low-sodium chicken or 
vegetable stock 
450 lb (450 g) potatoes, peeled 
and diced 

1 pinch freshly ground white 
pepper 

1/3 cup (75 mL) low-fat sour 
cream 

Snipped fresh chives to garnish 

METHOD: 

1. In a large saucepan, heat oil 
over moderate heat. Stir in 
leeks and onion with 3/4 cup 
(175 mL) stock. Cover and cook, 
stirring frequently, until soft¬ 
ened but not browned, About 
10 minutes. 

2. Add potatoes to saucepan 
and stir to coat with leek and 
onion mixture. 

3. Pour in half of remaining 
stock and bring to a boil.
